There was no ballet path traoaKLe throui^i Ms body between these two 
woiuids. No bullets were found in his body, and no traooa of metal fron any bol- 
lets whicn Mght hava caused these wounds. Bullet 399, which at first was claimed

io ad'vt to the confusion about the first shot, 'tiiere are discrepanciee (dis- 
cussed at length in the books mentioned in Question [9]) in the Zapruder film 
xra^ auaiiers aj whieh the shot could or could not hava been fired from Osvrald’s 
riixo, ate. All of the above points of confusion can be eliminated, and the 
la^j-ure of the aucopsy surgeons to find any path of a bullet brh/een the two 
woimda in^tlie President's back and neck oan be eaplained, if it is assiuned that 
a bullet made of ice was fired into the President's throat at close range 
by a 'specuator" along the curb, at the time of the first "firecracker" shot, 
--—and that a second ice bullet was then fired into Ms back at the tliie of 
toe seccaid shot, wMch vias the real rifle shot wMch MtGov. Connally.
